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WASHINGTON (BP) — A 
Roman Catholic and a Baptist 
senator clashed at hearings on 
prayer in public schools be- 
fore the Senate Committee on 
the judiciary. 

Sen. Philip A. Hart (D., 
Mich.), a Roman Catholic, de- 
fended the recent Supreme 
Court rule banning ‘‘Official’’ 
government prayers from the 
public schools. Sen. A. Willis 
Robertson (D., Va.), a Baptist, 
contended for prescribed pray- 
ers, provided they are not 
compulsory. 

Both men spoke contrary to 
the publicly expressed views 
of leaders of their respective 
religious groups. Catholic

Points To 
Problem 


FRESNO, Cal. (RNS)—The 
largest crowd ever to partici- 
pate in a single event in this 
Central California town heard 
evangelist Billy Graham call 
unhappy homes the ‘‘number 
one social problem in Amer- 
ica.” 

“So many of the letters I 
get tell of unhappy homes that 
¥ cout? almost become the 
Biblical Dorothy Dix if I want- 
ed to,” he told the crowd 
estimated at 26,000. 

Dr. Graham said that love 
— “only the kind that faith in 
Jesus Christ can bring’ — is 
the major ingredient in a hap- 

py home. 

Other keys to successful 
marriages and families, dc- 
cording to the evangelist, are 
order and discipline for chil- 
dren, setting a moral example 
for children and having ‘‘Je- 
sus Christ live in the home.”’ 

“A happy home is made up 
of two good forgivers,"’ he de- 
clared. 

Acknowledging that even the 
best marriages have some con- 
flicts, Dr. Graham said ‘‘if 
there are no differences in 
your married life then one of 
you is unnecessary.”

Lightning Boli 
Ignites Church 


FORT WORTH, Tex. (BP) 
A bolt of lightning set off a 
fire that did $75,000 damage 
to the B. H. Carroll Baptist 
Church here. 

A witness reported seeing 
the lightning hit the church 
shortly after midnight during 
a severe electrical storm over 
the Fort Worth-Dallas area. 

Pastor B: Condred Pirkle 
said the fire . destroyed the 
three-year-old auditorium that 
Seated 500 and heavily damag- 
ed the roof of the two-year- 
old education building. 

All of the equipment and 
funiture in the auditorium was 
destroyed or badly damaged. 
The brick veneer walls of the 
auditorium were left standing, 
but Pirkle said one side of the 
building was too week to use 
in rebuilding.

N.O. Hospital Begins Suna ie 
$8,950,000Expansion 


NEW ORLEANS (BP) 
Southern Baptist Hospital's ad- 
ministrative committee has 
awarded R. P. Farnsworth 
and Co.,Inc. the contract for 
the first three construction pro- 
jects of the hospital's $8,950,- 
000 expansion program here. 

The firm’s low bid of $2,228,- 
500 includes the construction 
of a ramp parking garage for 
approximately 500 cars, a new 
laundry building and the fre- 
novation and enlargement of 
the hospital’s power plant. 

According to C. J. Briant, 
New Orleans, chairman of 
the Hospital's Administrative 
Committee, the bid also in- 
cluded an alternate proposal 
for a heliport landing .on top 
of the garage. 

Construction was scheduled 
to begin immediately, with 
completion in approximately 
400 calendar days, he said. 

“The total cost for the first 
three construction projects will 
be $2,425,000," added Brtant. 

The overall expansion pro- 
gram will take five to 10 years, 
depending on the availability 
of funds. It will include a hos- 
pital addition providing a net 
increase of 133 beds, an apart-

Rapid Growth on Taiwan 
The report of Dr. Winston 
Crawley, secretary for the 
Orient, dealt with Taiwan 
(Formosa), one of the coun- 
tries of East Asia which Sou- 
thern Baptists will be studying 
this fall in the 1962 Foreign 


‘Mission Graded Series. ‘‘There 


thas been no essential change 
in the political situation of 
Taiwan in the past few years,” 
Dr. Crawley said. ‘‘It is still 
the seat of the Nationalist 
Governement of Free China. 
United States policy in the 
area calls for the maintaining 
of peace by discouraging any 
invasion of Taiwan by Red 
China and restraining the Na- 
tionalist Government from in- 
vading .the mainland.” 

Concerning the religious sit- 
uation of the country, he said 
there haye been indications of 
Buddhist revival in recent 
years, but Christianity is con- 
tinuing to grow with unusual 
rapidity. ‘‘Roughly 10 per cent 
of the nearly 11,000,000 popula- 
tion can be considered in a 
loose sense part of the ‘Chris- 
tian community’ (Roman Ca- 
tholics and all other groups in- 
cluded),’’ he continued. ‘‘Ro- 
man Catholics have been grow- 
ing more rapidly in Taiwan 
than the Protestant and evan- 
gelical segment of Christianity. 

“The number of full mem- 
bers of evangelical churches 
has increased within the past 
six years from about 100,000 
to over 150,000. Thus evangeli- 
cal Christians now compose 
about 1.5 per cent of the pop- 
ulation of Taiwan.” ‘ 

The number of churches and 
chapels related to the Taiwan 
Baptist Convention has almost 
joubled in the past six years, 
Dr. Crawley said, and mem- 
bership has grown from 3,835 
to 8,155, an increase of more 
than 112 per cent. ‘‘This rapid 
increase in Baptist strength 
on Taiwan is ‘due not only to 
the responsiveness of the peo- 
ple but also to the evangelistic, 
and missionary zeal of the 
cthurch members and Chinese 
pastors and léaders,’’ he ex- 
plained. The Taiwan Baptist 
Convention sponsors home mis- 
sion work on the east coast 
and on nearby islands and 
foreign mission work in Bang- 
kok, Thailand, and Pusan, 
Korea. 

A “main -forward step’’ in 
Southern Baptist nission work 
on Taiwan in recent years, Dr. 
Crawley said, has béen the be- 
ginning of evangelistic work 
among the Tgiwanese people, 
who constipuse- bout three 
fourths of thégpopulation. (The 
missionaries fromerfy concen- 
trated their work among re- 
fugees fromg the China main- 
land.) ‘ 

Among other developments 
he listed the securing of a per- 
manent campus for the Tai- 
wan Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary and of a headquarters 
building for the Taiwan Bap- 
tist Convention and the Taiwan 
Baptist Mission (organization 
of: Southern 8aptist mission- 
aries); the opening of Baptist 
book stores in Various cities; 
the expansion of student work, 
with the constructicn of stu- 
dent centers in Several cities; 
and the beginnitg and growth 
of English-language work in 
Taipei and Taidan. 

“For generations Southern 
Baptists have been interested 
in China,” Dr. Crawley con- 
tinued. ‘“‘Perhaps many do not 
know that there are close to 
25,000,000 Chinese people in 
free areas still open to our 
missionaries.

Is the Virgin Birth histori- 
cal? The gospels. are credible 
historical. records. Luke a 
scientist-historian relates the 
Virgin Birth, and he has never 
been discredited as to Histori- 
cal accuracy. 

The Virgin Birth declares 
Jesus to be Son of God 
(Matt. 1:23; Luke 1:35; John 

1:14). It speaks of His sin- 
less nature (John 8:46). It 
gives the promise of our new 
birth by the power of the Holy 
Spirit (cf. Luke 1:35; John 
3:5-6). : 

Those who deny the Virgin 
Birth affirm Jesus’ sinless life. 
Doctor Bruce says, ‘‘A sinless 
man is as much a miracle in 
the moral world as a Virgin 
Birth is a miracle in the 
physical world.” ' 

Strange to say the first ques- 
tion as to the Virgin Birth was 
raised by the virgin Mary her- 
self (Luke 1-86). God’s’ ‘an- 
swer to her is His answer to 
all.

: oppressive strangeness 
engulfed Eric H. Clark and 
James E. Hampton when they 
arrived at the East African 
village of Ogenya with blankets 
provided by Southern Baptist 
relief funds. They saw no 
chickens, no cattle, not even 
a goat — only collapsed or 
damaged huts surrounded by 
evil-smelling mud,-° stagnant 
water, and ruined fie}ds. Chil- 
drens stomachs were distend- 
ed from malnutrition, their 
eyes were quiet and mournful. 
Women seemed resigned and 
apathetic; Men, sullen and de- 
moralized. ‘ , 

The tragedy of Ogenya is the 
tragedy of Kenya's Kano Plain 
and of many other areas in 
East Africa. Drought and fam- 
ine had prevailed for nearly a 
year in some places, nearly 
two years in others, with the 
dehydrating sun killing people 
and land. Then suddenly last 
October drought was relieved 
by flood. 

Rains Poufed 

From normally clear - blue 
skies poured torrential rains, 
continuing through November, 
December, and January. Lak- 
es, and the creeks and rivers 
that feed them, overflowed, 
swamping hundreds ot tiny 
African settlements. Water, di- 
sease, exhauston, and hunger 
have taken their ,toll in deaths. 
Thousands are pomeless and 
desperate. Material destruction 
is estimated in millions of dol- 
lars. ; 

In January the Southern 
Baptist Foreign Mission Board 
appropriated $1,000 from relief 
funds to help alleviate some 
of the suffering in Kenya and 
Tanganyika. On the-:first relief 
expedition, Missionaries Clark 
and Hampton traveléd from 
Kisumu by tugboat’ along Lake 
Victoria and then by canoes 
along a tortuous route through 
a river-turned-swamp to react 
the dry, higher ground where 
stand the remains,of Ogenya. 

Low-lying Kano Pain, where 
Ogenya is located; is one of 
the* worst-hit sections. Lake 
Victoria has risen “over four 
feet, inundating much of the 
area. Adding to the destruc- 
tion. of the rains, periodic gales 
drive the water even far- 
ther ‘across the ‘lund, creating

Swiss Baptist 
‘Union May Open 


Door To Women 


ZURICH (BP) — The Swiss 
Baptist Union held in Zurich 
what may be the last of its 
‘annual conferences consisting 
entirely or men as delegates. 
A suggestion from the Swiss 
Baptist women’s organization, 


that women be received as | 


delegates when men are not 
available, was accepted by al- 
most unanimous vote of the 
assembly. 

Reports showed a total mem- 
bership of -1452 in the 14 Bap- 
tist churches of German-speak- 
ing Switzerland. This was a 
slight decline, and the 32 bap- 
tisms reported for 1961 was 
the lowest for any year since 
1955. One new church, that of 
Baden-Wettingen, was admitt- 
ed to membership in the union. 
Contributions for all church 
causes totaled -over 350,000 
Swiss Francs, a considerable 
increase over previous years. 
(A Franc equals about 23 cents 
in American currency.) 

In connection with the’ admis- 
‘sion of women as delegates 
the Baptist Church of) Base 
‘proposed an amendment to the’ 
‘Constitution of the Unio. to! 
remove the word ‘‘male’”’ from 
the statement of requirements 
for the election of delegates. 
This motion failed by eight 
votes of the necessary “two- 
thirds rHajority. The more mo- 
derate resolution of the wo- 
= group was then accept 
ed. 

.The amendment as adopted 
is as follows: ‘‘A church may 
send a sister as delegate to 
the union conference in case 
there is an insufficient num- 
ber of brethren or in case some 
délegate who is unable to at:

Tops 2,000 Mark ° 


Enrollment at Mississippi 
College. in Clinton again soared 
over the two thousand mark 
according to figures released 
this week by Troy Mohon, col- 
lege registrar. 

The final tabulation of en- 
rollment for students register- 
ed for both the regular and 
summer session showed that 
Mississippi College served 
some 2,297 students during the 
twelve month period. This fig. 
ure represents the total num- 
ber registrants for.the regular 
school session of 1961-62 and 
the present summer school ses- 
sion, none counted twice. 

A breakdown of the figures 
by the Registrar’s Office show- 
ed that there were 437 fresh- 
men, 399 sophomores, 436 jun- 
iors, and 461 seniors, giving a 
total of 1,734 undergraduate 
students.
